It is faid, that the French have ordered feveral fri- 
o- with troops on board, to fail from Breft to Ire- 
and, at all hazards. 

By Lieut. Lewis, who arrived on Wednefday from 
Lord St Vincent’s fleet, there are feveral letters, but 
none later than the 21ft of May. -At that time the 
difpofition of our fleet was as follows :—Admiral Sir 
William Parker was with the main body of the fleet 
before Cadiz ; Sir John Orde was at Tangiers, with 
fix fail of the line and fome frigates, though we do not 
know for what particular purpofe. We learn by the 
laft Hamburgh letters, that the latter fquadron had 
been feen off Leghorn, and taken fome prizes. It is 
only by the way.of France that itis underftood that 
Lord St Vincent is himfelf gone up the Mediterranean. 
The Emperor of Morocco continued to refufe to fup- 
ply our fleet with freth provifions. 

Letters from Lifbon of the rgth ult. advife, that the 
Court of Portugal has ordered tive fhips of the line to 
join the Earl of St Vincent’s fleet, and that the Prince 
Royal of 110 guns, the _Medufa and Queen of Portu- 
gal of 74 guns, and two frigates, have failed from that 
port to convoy a fleet of 64 {ail of merchantmen, bound 
for Brazil and Bengal. The letter adds, that numbers 
of feamen continue to be preffed, and that the molt vi- 
_ warlike preparations are made both by land and 
ea.

How the rebels at Wexford became fo well armed 
as they are at prefent, has been a matter of much fur- 
prife. It has, however been now found out, that they 
have been moftly fupplied from France, by the com- 
mander of a {muggling veffel, named Witson, who 
brought into that place and Dungarvan, a great quanti- 
ty of arms. 

The rebels, in the late engagement at New Rofs, it 
is reported, were headed by Bacenat Harvey, of 
the county of Wexford, and a perfon known by the 
appellation of Dr Jacos. 

Narraghmore-houfe, it is faid, is burned down to. the 
ground, in confequence of it being found a favourite 
place of the infurgents. 

A rebel:General has been apprehended in the coun- 
ty of Tipperary, who was deferted by his rebellious 
adherents, and to whom he had expected to fall a vic- 
tim, for having deluded them to follow his ftandard, the 
wretched people having become fenfible of their diabo- 
lical errors. 

He acknowledges, that it was generally lamented 
among his party, that the traitors had not endeavoured 
at an early ftage of the yeomanry inftitution, to foilt 
themfelves into its ranks, that they might'the more ea- 
fily arm themfelves, .and obtain a knowledge of. military 
difcipline. 

A ferjeant, of the North Cork militias and another 
man, wliowere taken prifoners, by the’ rebels, had a 
moft fortunate efcape lately from them at Carrickburns, 
in the county of Wexford.
